1. INSTALL SPIRAL CABLE

cable to the steering angle sensor.

(a) Check that the front wheels are facing straight 


ahead. 


(b) Set the turn signal switch to the neutral position. 


NOTICE: 


If it is not in the neutral position, the pin of the 
turn signal switch may be snapped. 
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(c) Engage the 3 claws and install the spiral cable with 
steering angle sensor. 
NOTICE: 
When replacing the spiral cable with a new one, 
remove the lock pin before installing the 
steering wheel assembly.

When handling the airbag connector, take care 
not to damage the airbag wire harness.
